University 
of Michigan and Michigan State 
college have been unable to iden­ 
tify. 
Health authorities here report­

service commission are revealing that 
a considerable n u m b e r of state employees 
are getting the axe because of failure 
to 
make the grade in th e tests. 
Of 2,863 in IOO d epartm ents and 
in­ 
stitutions. 295 will be dismissed and 217 
will be demoted. 
The heaviest loss was suffered in 
the 
liquor control commission, 135 out of 509 
employes or 26.5 per cent flunking 
the 
exams. 
Incidentally, a recent survey by 
the civil service commission disclosed 
the 
fancy salaries being paid some of the li­ 
quor commission workers. 
Clerical help 
in this department, for instance, is being 
paid from $50 to $100 more per 
month 
than clerks in other d epartm ents of 
the 
state. 
These discrepancies in state 
payrolls 
are due for correction in th e near future 
by the civil service commission, according 
to a statement made by Personnel Director 
Brownrigg at the joint meeting of service 
clubs here Monday. 
The various jobs will 
be classified and the salary schedules fix­ 
ed according to th e importance and 
re­ 
sponsibilities attached to each position. In 
many cases, this will mean a saving 
of 
the taxpayers’ money, while in other

stances poorly-paid workers will receive 
the salaries they deserve.

Public Health Problems 
T 
HE United States is becoming a nation 
of old people, according to th e 
testi­ 
mony of experts in matters of health, life, 
and death and this 
fact 
raises 
certain 
problems which must he coped with. 
The 
statem ent is peculiarly true of this 
one 
country because of a combination of cir­ 
cumstances. 
So far as 
historical 
n a t ­ 
ional life is concerned it is cu s to m a ry for 
the essayist and the orator to refer to the 
United States as still a vigorous 
infant. 
That may be true when contrast is draw n 
with E n g la n d ’s thousand years an d 
with 
the long centuries of Rome, yet, 
in 
the 
sense referred to here, those countries are 
younger than ours. 
That such a situation exists is 
tra c e ­ 
able to no single fact. 
For one th in g the 
United States has been populated in part 
by imm ig rants who were adults when they 
came here. 
In less than half a. 
century 
our population has more th an 
doubled. 
In the years of the first decade a fte r the 
turn of the century im m ig rant en try was 
so strong that marked effect was m a d e on 
the ch aracter of the Nation. 
T h re e of 
the years of that decade b ro u g h t in more 
than a million each. 
Most of th e m were 
vigorous youths hut now they a re m iddle­ 
aged and old. 
It is true that m any chil­ 
dren were brought in. lint most 
of 
the 
imigrants were well started in life. 
This 
overbalanced the adult population. 
In this country as probably in few oth ­ 
ers great advances have been m ade in the 
reduction of infant mortality. 
In 
1900 
the death rate was 17.6 lier 1000 and now 
it is but little over l l per 1000. The great 
part of this reduction has come 
th ro u g h 
declining infant mortality and it is said 
th a t today when a child has successfully 
survived its first year it enters upon 
its 
healthiest period of life. 
T h e dangerous 
ages used to extend well into the ’teens. 
Against this decline in the infant m o r ta l­ 
ity rate, however, it. is necessary to 
set 
the rapidly declining birth rate. 
Births 
per 1000 have so notably 
declined 
that, 
even though more infants are saved than 
in the preceding generations, so few in ­ 
fants are born compared 
with 
twenty, 
thirty, forty years ago that the unbalance 
is fu rth e r emphasized. 
Til us it is that we have become a Na­ 
tion having a disproportionate n u m b e r of 
middle aged and old people. 
T h ere 
has 
been an ncreasie in 
longevity 
too. 
Life 
expectancy is some dozen 
years 
longer 
than it was even in 1900. 
So with fewer 
babies being horn and with th e oldsters 
living longer; that might he called a to p ­ 
heavy cha racter is given to th e population. 
Indeed, some attention was turned

send old age pension plan was being given 
partially serious 
consideration.

F you can m ake any particular sense out 
of the alarming and 
conflicting 
re­ 
ports about the Japanese-Russian 
border 
clashes, and can 
satisfy 
yourself 
from 
'hem which side is taking the aggressive, 
you will be doing a great deal better than 
most of your fellow countrymen. 
Nothing in the whole imbroglio seems 
to m ake sense. 
One side relates th a t the 
other has been committing 
wildful 
and 
unprovoked attacks; the other denies this 
and says precisely the same thing about 
its opponent. 
All that seems really clear 
is that some highly confused fighting has

A few men in the Kremlin have looked 
to the future and have seen a particular

Agriculture in A u stria was greatly en­ 
cumbered by debt prior to the annexatio n 
by Germany. 
For th a t reason the 
pro­ 
gram also provides for extensive relief to 
debtors. 
A m oratorium 
on 
foreclosure 
sales of farm property in the province of 
Austria has been declared. Practically all 
the measures to he applied have as their 
objects the increase of agricultural 
ou t­ 
put. 
Most of them represent some form of 
subsidization. 
The rates of 
subsidy 
in 
some cases are double those paid in the old 
Reich territory. 
The Germans expect th a t 
considerable increase in production 
will 
ho effected through these measures. 
Param o u n t in the 
reconstruction 
of 
agriculture in former Austria will be the 
consolidation of scattered farm holdings. 
This program is now being actively and 
extensively pursued in Germany. 
G e rm a n y ’s program to consolidate farm 
holdings and unify a program of proced­ 
ure is not new. 
Tho scattered condition 
of farm holdings in southwestern Germany 
has long been the 
concern 
of 
G erman 
authorities. 
The first effort toward con­ 
solidation was made about 400 years ago. 
The movement has been very slow, as u 
result of the general voluntary character 
of the necessary action and the involved 
n a tu re of the procedure. 
Certain in h e ri t­ 
ance practices 
-partitions of land am ong 
heirs 
have been an Impediment to 
ef­ 
fective reforms. 
These obstacles were re­ 
moved by legislation two years ago, and 
now compulsory 
consolidation 
may 
bo 
ordered by the Minister of Agriculture. 
Much of the part of Germ any th a t runs 
from Denmark south through 
Holstein, 
between the Elbe and Weser Rivers, 
and 
through south ern Germ any was originally 
settled in farming communities.

from each other in fertility of soil, eleva­ 
tion, and distance from th e village.

of the purge here in Maryland shines so 
brightly, by contrast with

ment of the purge in other states. 
Here in Maryland, the president chose 
for his agent an exceedingly shrewd man, 
Understcretary of State 
Sumner 
Welles. 
W elles concentrated his far from ordinary 
powers on the Maryland situation. 
He has 
effected a combination which will 
give 
the support of strong political 
organiza­ 
tions to Representative Davy Lewis, 
the 
W hite House candidate. 
His combination 
may com e apart, but at least everything 
that can be done has been done. 
T he record is pretty sorry 
elsewhere. 
W hile Senator Millard F. Tydings trembles 
with terror, his colleagues, 
Gillette 
of 
Iowa, McCarran of 
Nevada, 
Adams 
of 
Colorado, Van Nuys of Indiana, Clark 
of 
Missouri and Lonergan 
of 
Connecticut 
have either been renominated already, or 
are practically certain of renomination. In 
South Carolina, the drive against Senator 
Cotton Ed Smith has bogged down so bad­ 
ly that the president probably w on’t enter 
the state. 
And in Georgia, although the 
president Is expected to m ake an aggres­ 
sive attack on him, the 
hated 
Senator 
W alter George is an odds-on bet to win. 
On the other side of the picture, Maury 
Maverick, most conspicuous liberal in the 
House, has been beaten in 
Texas. 
New 
Dealers have taken a fearful whaling 
in 
Virginia. 
And in such states as New York 
and New Jersey, the New Deal elem ents 
in the president’s following are 
having 
their faces ground under the heels of the 
Democratic organizations. 
— BLAME FOR TH E PR ESIDE N T— 
To anyone, either liberal or conserva­ 
tive, who believes that American politics 
should be 
intelligent 
and 
statesm an^ , 
this record is bound to be depressing. The 
object of the party 
purge 
was 
to 
bring 
about 
political 
realignment, 
without 
which there can be no honest 
facing 
of 
great issues. 
It was hoped to transform 
the Democratic Party into an instrument 
of coherent liberalism, which implied the 
formation of an equally coherent conser­ 
vative party on the other side. 
The 
hope 
has been disappointed already. The party 
hacks have 
triumphed. 
And 
thus 
the 
elec torate is to be denied the privilege of 
voting on the issues. 
Th 
next question is, who is to blame? 
To that there is only one answer — the 
president himself. 
The mere logic of the situation exculp­ 
ates the other 
persons 
involved.

men who have pleaded with the president 
for honest political realignm ent are liberal 
intellectuals.

If he does not get that 
control, he cannot nominate his successor

If heavy fighting between Japanese and Russian border guards 
in the coastal region between Rashin and Vladivostok should de­ 
velop into a general war, Japan would face a critical situation. 
Already Japan is deeply involved far up the Yangtze In China 
in a costly effort to take Hankow, using a big expeditionary force 
which must be supplied over a 1200-mile sea journey from Yoko­ 
hama and Tokio. 
Last year’s successes in the Peiping-Tientain area are endan­ 
gered by raids and guerilla warfare which have regained hundreds 
of square miles and even struck at the railroad connecting this 
Nipponese expeditionary force with its supply bases In Manchukuo. 
Now a third clash in the north, in which planes, tanks, artil­ 
lery, and thousands of Infantry on each side are involved, threatens 
to bring in tremendous forces against Japan. 
The Russian Far-East army numbers at least 500,000 men. 
Probably 1000 planes are concentrated at Vladivostok. These could 


cover the six or seven hundred miles to Japan's teeming cities in 
three or four hours. Toklo might he bombed as Nanking was bomb­ 
ed. 
Nests of submarines guard the Vladivostok harbor from the 
Japanese fleet. 
The entire Manchukuo-Siberian border along the Amur river 
is fortified by an army so organized as to be largely independent 
of supplies from far-away Moscow. While Japan probably has 500,- 
000 highly-trained troops in Manchukuo, the old plan to drive 
north and cut the Trans-Siberian railway is no longer as good stra­ 
tegy as when conceived, for a branch line 500 miles farther north 
has now been completed. 
General war with Russia would also mean more active Rus­ 
sian help for China. Great forces, Russian-trained, in the nominally 
Independent areas of Sinkiang and Outer Mongolia could be sent 
to aid the Chinese. 
Peace moves from Toklo are easy to understand, for general 
involvement would mean the fighting of two great wars at once on 
two far-separated foreign fronts.

Despite the sharp business re­ 
cession, 
which 
started last fall, 
sales tax receipts for the fiscal 
year Just closed were only 7.1 per 
cent 
below the previous fiscal 
year, which was the hest year in 
the history of the tax, it was an­ 
nounced today by Draper Allen, 
managing 
director 
of the sales 
tax division. 
Collections for the year, All«n 
said, were $51,389,774.37. whi«h 
was the second highest year sin?e 
the tax became effective, 
being 
surpassed 
only 
by the 1936-J7 
peak year. 
The drop from a year 
ago was $3,919,720.66, 
Although 
the 
collections 
for 
July were $1,276,438.23 under tie 


same month of 1937, the month’s 
receipts gave Indication that there 
has been some upturn in business. 
The July yield of $3,839,231.74, 
based on June business, was $15,- 
999.14 higher than the previous 
month’s returns. 
"This was the second time in 
five years that the tax has been in 
effect 
that 
the July collections 
have been higher than the June 
returns,” Allen said. “ Inasmuch as 
the seasonal trend from June to 
July Is usually 
downward, 
the 
gain during the past month seems 
to corroborate the general Impres­ 
sion that the low mark of the re­ 
cession has been reached and that 
business is gradually Improving.’’ 
Use tax receipts also staged a 
comeback during July, last month 
producing a yield of $32,449.73, 
a gain of $1,189.93 over the previ­ 
ous month. 
Total receipts for the 
use tax since this levy became ef­ 
fective Nov. I, 193 7, have been 
$256,300.03.

WORK STARTED 
ON NEW LIGHT 


Concrete Base Is Being 
Built for Beacon 
Off Sand Point 


Work on 
the new 
Escanaba 
light off Sand point, which will be 
built this summer under contract 
from 
the 
government 
by 
the 
Ludke 
Construction 
company, 
was started yesterday. 
A 
barge 
equipped with a pile driver Is In 
use preparing the crib which will 
serve as the beacon’s foundation 
The new light will 
stand 
In 
about eight feet of water, 
about 
150 feet inshore from the 
black 
stake which is northeast of 
the 
present lighthouse and marks the 
end of the point. Extending 
up 
about 40 feet In the air, the new 
light will 
replace 
the 
present 
lighthouse which will be removed 
from Its present site on the point. 
No dwelling quarters will 
be 
provided out on the crib for 
the 
new light, but a lighthouse keep­ 
er’s dwelling will 
be 
built 
on 
shore about 50 feet north of the 
present lighthouse. 
This 
house 
will stand at the 
side 
of 
First 
avenue south, if It is extended in 
a straight line out onto the point. 
The light 
will 
be 
controlled 
from the shore by remote control, 
and only about two trips per week 
to the light will be necessary 
to 
keep it in service after it is given 
its annual 
overhauling 
in 
the 
spring. City current, from the reg­ 
ular electric lines, will he employ­ 
ed for the 
light 
and 
auxiliary 
lighting equipment will be provid­ 
ed for use if the regular current 
should fail In an emergency. 
The shore dwelling, from which 
the light will be controlled, will 
be a red 
brick 
colonial 
type 
house of two 
stories. 
2 4 
feet 
square, and modern throughout. 
The present lighthouse 
building 
will be condemned 
and 
moved 
from its site, possibly for the use 
of the city. 
The foundation of the garage 
has been poured by 
Peter 
Asp- 
ne88, who was awarded the con­ 
tract for that structure. Bids have 
only recently been called for 
on 
the dwelling house, and the con­ 
tract has not yet been awarded. 
The crib will be equipped with 
a fog horn or whistle as well as 
the light, both 
being 
controled 
from the dwelling on shore. 
In 
addition to the care of the 
local 
light, the keeper stationed here Is 
responsible for several buoys 
In 
the bay and the Squaw point light 
opposite Gladstone. Trips to ser­ 
vice the buoys and the light 
are 
made 
regularly 
in 
a 
rowboat 
equipped with an outboard motor. 
Until It was put out of commis­ 
sion, the lighthouse on Stonington 
point was also serviced from the 
local station. 
Work on the project will prob­ 
ably be completed late this fall, 


and the new light, put in commis­ 
sion next spring. 
About IOO days 
will be required for the construc­ 
tion of the new dwelling, and the 
crib and light will probably 
be 
erected In about the same length 
of time. The concrete base of the 
light will be poured wet, 
under 
water, as was 
the 
Minneapolis 
shoal light which was constructed 
recently by the 
same 
company 
that has the local contract. 
The 
concrete hardens almost as well 
under water as out in the air.

War Between Russia and 
Japan Not Yet Likely 
The most reassuring factor 
in 
the warlike developments between 
Russia and Ja p a n is th a t w ar will 
not come 
unless 
both 
powers 
w ant it. At this

war, and neith er 
power w ants it. 
Japan would ac­ 
cept it only 
be­ 
cause 
th e 
m is­

These are days of 
undeclared 
wars. They' begin when the

gressor considers the time

become too accustomed to minor 
international clashes

that any one must lead 
to 
war. 
When a border conflict involves 
two autocracies like Soviet R u s ­ 
sia and Imperiol 
Ja p an 
public 
opinion can be 
m anipulated 
to 
suit the country’s rulers. The peo­ 
ple cry for war only w hen govern­ 
ment gives the 
word 
and 
u n ­ 
leashes its propaganda 
machine. 
The people are only too happy to 
continue at their peaceful ta sks if 
those in power do not choose 
to 
whip them 
into 
hating 
their 
neighbors. 
Absence of W ar Talk 
Neither in Moscow nor in Tokio 
is there any evidence 
th a t 
the 
more responsible 
leaders 
w ant 
war. Despite several engagem ents 
on the Siberian frontier which in­ 
volved m in iatu re battles and some 
300 casualties, there is 
at 
this 
writing no war talk in 
Moscow' 
or Tokio. On Montlay th e 
J a p a ­ 
nese ambassador was 
instructed 
to open negotiations in Moscow. 
After a long silence 
about 
last 
w ee k ’s incidents which may have 
been due to slow communications 
from the border, Moscow issued a 
sober official communication con­ 
cerning the events which 
Tokio 
had repotted two days earlier. 
As is usual in such cases, 
the 
claims of both sides 
are 
flatly 
contradictory. Each 
side 
claims 
its forces achieved a complete vic­ 
tory. This is important, since it 
m eans that neither side feels ob­ 
liged to keep on fighting to 
re­ 
establish its prestige. The J a p a ­ 
nese. if they believe their

spokesmen, are rejoicing because 
a Soviet detachment which occu­

What actually happened we will 
probably never know. The frontier 
line at the point where the clash 
took place is indefinite. Disputes 
concerning it have 
been 
under 
way for years. If there were 
any 
sense in the world 
Russia 
and 
Ja p a n would long ago have agreed 
to constitute a 
joint 
boundary 
commission under a neutral chair­ 
m an to consider the evidence 
and 
establish the line. T he border ter­ 
rito ry involved is not particular­ 
ly important. Where the line runs 
is less important than that there 
should be one. Indefinite

daries have brought m ore

th an any other single cause. 
Unless relations improve, Rus - 1
